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LIFE OF CHARLES KINGSLEY. 

Kwgslcy, Charles (1819-1875), an English clergyman,, 
poet and novebst, was born on the 12th June 1819, at 
Holne vioamgp, D.irfcmooi, Deyon His caily years were spent 
at bis father's Ining in the Len country and afcorwards m 
North Deton The scenery of both made a great impres- 
sion on his mind, and n ns afterwai ds described with singu- 
l.u •vnidriO'iS lu his WTitings He was educated at a private 
■>C’hool and at King’s College, London, after bis fathei’s 
promnlion to the rectoi y of Chelsea. In 1838 he entered 
Magdalene College, Cambridge, where he took his degree 
in 1842, first class in Chssics and senior optirae m Mathe- 
matics In the same year ho w,ss ordained to the curacy 
of Evei.sle\ in Hampshire to the rectory of winch he was 
not long aftej wards promoted, and this was his home for 
the remainrag tint ly three j’ears of his life, although his 
residence there w.as much bioken by various domestic 
circumstances as\»ell as m later years, by promotion to the 
other offices in Cbestei. In, 1814 lie married F.mny, daugh- 
ter of Pascoe Gieufell, and iQ 1848, whoa aged twenty 
nine he published his fir^t volume, the Saint’s Tragedy 
In 1860 he w'.as appointed to the Professorship of Modern 
history in the Umveiiity of Cambndge, which he resigned 
in 1809, and was soon after appointed to a c.inonry at 
Chester In 1878 this was exchanged for a oanonry at 
Yv'esiministei He died at Eversley, after a short illness, 
on the 23rd January 1875. 

It will be seen that his life had but few incidents. 
Willi the exception of occasional, changes- of residence jin 
England, generally for the sake of his wife’s health, one 
or two holiday trips abroad, a tonr in the West Indies, and. 
another m America to visit his old estjipii, settled^ J;here,iis>< 
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an Eimncoi, hibbfc was spent in the poacefnl, ifae£iv<*; 
oooni)anons oi a dergjman v.ho tivd diit\ 
and of a vigorons and pjohhc wnfcet. i hough at no time 
profouDdlylciined. he was a man of wide and yhous 
mformanou, who«e mterosts and syinpailueN euibracca 
almost all bianches of honinii knowledge a^ well a® specu- 
lations on subjects on winch men but slowlj leain that 

specnl.ition ai.iils tbem uoibing Gtfttd with groit \ ow«-is 
of language both wuiten and m cotner^atioo, with a U<-'jn 
wit and Iwnd of knowledge tai ahovo the uvciag., 
there were; few suLj >cta in which he did not shine, and^ 
many m w'hioh he excelled. He lubenrefl ppcunanncs of 
his opinions and, temperament which ni ule him seeraingly 
though not rp.slly uiconsistent, excited curiosity and were 
in pait the reason ot Ins great attractiveness. 

In poHbics he might have been deserdicd a*, a Tory 
mistocrat tempered by symp itiiy, oi as a Radical tempered 
hv liereditary scorn of subject races The careful studenk-s 
of him and his wjitings will find a deep con«ort.m'.m 
uiiderljing all the’ m.isb Tl.i heal nttuancos of hi^ oarhe* 
years, while a passionate si mjnthy for the poor, the afflic- 
ted and iiiie weak, held posses-ion of him till the last hour 
of Ins life 


Both as a writer and in his peitsOnal mtei course witti 
men, 'Kingslei was a thoroauhly stimulating teacher He 
would not probably have wi-Imd to found a «choril, and 
most ocrtamlj neier did so His bealthj and itmmlatin^ 
influence went far beyond the limits of his p insh, his ca- 
uaniicfc and his wide ciicle of friends, and was hvrgeU 
nttnbnfcable to the fact that he gave utterance to the 
thoughts which were stiniog in manv minds during the 
time of hid own most rigorous life His oi iginality which 
was gieat, lay rathei m his manner of ciystalhzmg the 
current thoughts of men, and giving them apt expression, 
than in any new discoveues m the matters w’hereof he 
treated

Now, because 
fVcrisiiis had been the first to raise his hand against his 
own blood, ifcwis piophe‘-ied, that by his own blood ho 
should be slam dTar-hom mending ms ways even nndei 
this threat, he shut up bis daughter Daiiae in a subterra- 
^ ^pean chainbei huedwith brass and imagined himself secure. 
^Bnt Zeus visited her in the form of a shower of gold andj 
jin due course she gave bnth to Peiseus.
